now demand ten dollars per day, and there |
one guide to every fifty persons. The register-
books at the hotels and resting-places in the
vicinity of the Wilderness are derisively scrib-
bled with the nmme “*Murray,” written by sneer-
ing and dissppointed sojonrners In quest of
bhealth, and underneath appear the fatal
stigmas, “frand,” “humbug,” “pill," aund other
epithets deseriptive of the opinion entertained
of him by the writers, For all romantic pur-
poses, and especially for New Yorkers, with
whom the beauty of the Adirondacks was n
boust, Mr. Murray, with his books, hus effectually
destroyed the interest of the Wilderness.
